WASHINGTON, May 
23—An en- 


couraging estimate of business condi- 
tions and a promise of further help 
by the War Finance Corporation were 
contained in a statement made today 
by Fred Starek, acting head of the 
corporation, after a conference with 
President Harding. 


Mr. Starek declared that despite the 
impression in many quarters the cor- 
poration was making no eftort to force 
liquidation of the loans of many mil- 
lions of dollars it has outstanding, 
and predicted Congress would be ask- 
ed at its next session to pass addi- 
tional legisla-tion for the relief of cat- 
tle interests in the southwest where 
herds have been taken into Mexico 
for'grazing. He asserted that in the 
main, however, the remedy for present 
grievances lies in sensible thinking 
and hard work rather than in legisla- 
tion. 


As managing director of the Finance 
Corporation, Mr. Starek recently made 
a tour of the south and west, travel_ 
ing manj thousands of miles by air- 


plane and inquiring: into the financial 
condition of many industries. He re- 
ported the results of this canvass to 
the president at their conference to- 
day, and also discussed some features 
of the political situation and of Mr. 
Harding's forthcoming trip across the 
continent and to Alaska. He said aft- 
erward that the president intended to 
"discuss every vital topic frankly and 
courageously" in the speeches he will 
make in western cities.

Today, with twenty orator* Already 
Inscribed and others adding every 
minute, the Ruhr debate promises to 
occupy the full sesHott, and In all 
probability Premier Polncarfl will be 
forced to demand a confidence vote 
before it is ended. 
The government is apt willing to 
permit interpellations, but It 1* oblig- 
ed to go to the chamber to ask for 
extra appropriations for the cost of 
the Ruhr occupation. The approprl- 
atolns undoubtedly will be granted as 
a whole but concentration by the op- 
position on any one item might force 
'the cabinet to demand • confidence 
vote. 
This possibility jammed the cham- 
ber and the galleries this afternoon 
and the 
bench. 
entire cabinet ministers' 


Shortly before T o'clock, the sec- 
ond prator finished and the chamber 
adjourned the Ruhr deoite. return* 
ing to the order of the day. 
The orators Inscribed include the 
socialist chiefs, Leon Blun and Vin-

Five Persons Killed 
and Many Injured 


In German Riots

DORTMUND, May 23. —Five per- 
sons were killed, including one wo- 
man and one child, and from sixty 
to eighty persons were wounded last 
hlght in conflicts between striking 
workmen and the police, according to 
the casualty lists issued by both the 
workers and the police. 
The Dortmund police and cltizeie 
tonight were forming a self protec- 
tion force against 
the riotous ele- 
ments. 
This force Is being armed 
with clubs, as flre arms are forbid- 
den by the French. The German po- 
lice say the strikers are organized In- 
to units, each of one hundred men, 
and are well supplied with automatic 
pistola 
Many thousands of strikers attend* 
ed mass meetings today In Dortmund 
Bochum and other towns in the min- 
ing district and passed resolutions to 
use every effort to extent the strike 
throughout the Ruhr and the Rhine' 
land. 
It is estimated 
60,000 men 
have quit work In the Dortmund dis- 
trict Most of these are coal miners 
who went on, strike last week but 
have been joined In the last few days 
by workmen from two big iron and 
steel plants. 
The striken are demanding a 60 
per cent. Increase In wages because 
of the high cost of living and the 
depreciation In the value of the mark, 
Speakers at the meeting today said 
the men were on a "hunger strike." 
They cited prices to show that the 
cost of living had doubled }n the last 
few days. 
Direct action 
against the rising 
cost In living was taken today In two 
towns, Bteele and Kay, where Ger- 
man commissions of control 
mad* 
the rounds of stores and markets and 
compelled dealers 
to reduce their 
prices by half or more. Sometimes 
they" stationed members of the com- 
mission In stores to supervise sales 
and handle the cash. Many women 
accompanied the commands on their 
rounds and took immediate advant- 
age of the new bargain prices the 
commissions enforced. 
German officials describe the strik- 
ers as~ Communists, but

munists leaders say the workers In- 
clude men of all parties.

Began March In 


Boxer Uprising 


(By The Associated Preii) 


WASHINGTON," May 23— Discus- 
sions here of the plight of the for- 
eigners held captive in Shantung 
province have brought to light for 
the first time an interesting chapter 
of the Boxer incident in 1900, when 
the foreign colony in Peking was be_ 
sieged and threatened with death. 
As related today by a. distinguish- 
ed American army officer, now retir- 
ed but at that time occupying a high 
position in the War Department, the 
story discloses that it was the United 
States which started the march on 
Peking- for relief of the besieged na- 
tionals. In taking the initiative in the 
international movement of troops this 
government acted 
on 
information 
which had not yet come into the pos- 
session of any of the other powers. 
So unusual - <was the 
method by 
which Washington kept advised of the 
situation, and so great a responsibil- 
ity descended on the 
shoulders of 
those who provided it, that the details 
now publicly related for the first time 
never were made a. matter of official 
record. 
The story turns upon the fact that 
the Chinese minister at Washington 
in 1900 was Wu Ting Fang, -who re- 
cently died in the harness as foreign 
minister for President Sun Tat Sen's 
Canton government. He was a. man 
of singular ability largely sympathetic 
with the American viewpoint. One of 
his closest friends was the famous 
Chinese Tuchun, Yuan Shih Ka:, at 
that t^me governor of the great prov- 
ince Ch'hM which includes Peking, 
•and later emperor, 
v 
While the legationers and foreign- 
ers were besieged -within the com- 
pound in Peking by the Boxer forces, 
they were almost completely cut off 
from, communication with' their, home 
g-o-ernment and. the "outside -world. 
The Chinese government itself, dom_ 
inated bv the old Empress Dowager, 
herself 
bitterly 
anti-foreign, 
was 
known to be sympathetic with the 
Boxer movement, though professedly 
taking no part in it. In consequence 
that government gave no assistance 
to the powers that were making fran- 
tic efforts to get In touch with their 
besieged diplomatic representatives. 
It -was at this juncture that the 
•friendship between Wu Ting Fang and 
Yuan Shih Kai became a most valu- 
able asset. At great personal risk, be- 
cause discovery of his activities would 
have cost him his life when he. re- 
turned to China, Minister Wu induc- 
ed Yuan Shih Kai by secret means to 
get Into communication -with the lega- 
"tioners- 
Soon 
afterwards, through 
this agency, the first news reached 
Washington that the prisoners had not 
been killed outright as was first re- 
ported, although they were entrench- 
ed and in great need of help. 
A 
large 
international 
army 
had gathered at Tien Tsm and daily 
conferences -were in progress there. 
Some of the commanders were dis 
posed to move slowly under the belief 
that a rlease could be affected with- 
out recourse to actual combat. At this 
juncture came a message from Yuan 
Shih Kai to Wu in Washington saying 
that a date very near had been set by 
the Bo:»?r chiefs for a tremendous on- 
slaught upon the legation compound 
and the massacre of all the legation- 
ers.Wu in haste visited the State De- 
partment and laid tha message before 
Secretary Hay who then carried it im- 
mediately to the White House. Pres- 
ident McKinley summoned his cabinet 
in special session and Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbln "was called in for service. 
Then a cablegram -was dispatched to 
General Chaffee. in command of the 
American forces at Tien Tsin. Inform- 
ing him of the whole situation. He 
•was given a 
perfectly 
free hand, 
though the Issue -was actual -war. 
It happened that on that afternoon 
the allied generals \vere in conference 
at Tien Tern again debating the course 
to be pursued. When the cablegram 
teas handed to General Chaffee he 
opened and r.-ad It placed it in his 
pocked, and rising to his feet, said: 
"Gentlemen, at daybreak tomorrow 


the American forces -will move on Pe- 
king. I should be very glad to have 
company — tho more the better. But 
they go at any rate, even if alone." 
Immediately the British commander 


•was on h:s feet: 
"I'm -flntii you." hs declared. 
The 
British troops -will march trith the 
Americans tomorrow morning."

hours. 
Rudolph Schildkraut. noted Vien- 
nese actor, who played the leading- 
role; Miss Virginia McFadden and 
James Meighan, three members of the 
cast of 12, all of Avhom were con- 
victed, were not present when the 
verdict was announced. 
The entire cast, with Weinberger, 
was Indicted several months ago un- 
der a section of the State penal laws 
Judge John P Mclntyre, who tried 
the case, said he uould not be se\ere 
in imposing: sentence. The maximum 


penalty, it was said, is three years 
in prison or a fine of $500 


Weinberger, who conducted the de- 


fense, cited plays from Shakespeare 
and others in his contention that the 
performance was not indecent or sala- 
cious and that it taught a moral les- 
son. 


"Even though a moral lesson was 
sought to be taught," Judge Mcln-

LONDON, May 28—Premier Bald- 


•win bat b§en buiy throughout tht 
«*« «nngu!tiB« with hit colleague* and 
the political leader*, but It is not ex- 
pected he -will be In a position to euo- 
mit a list of the new ministers to the 
king before tomorrow. Four appoint- 
ments tonight are certain—Marquis 
Curzon as foreign secretary: the Earl 
of Derby, war; Col. Sir Samuel J. 
Hoare, secretary of state for air and 
Lieutenant Colonel Leslie Orme Wil_ 
son. chief whip. 
Apparently Mr. Baldwin took the 


opportunity" of his, accession to the 
premiership to attempt to effect a re- 
conciliation of the differing sections 
of his party, and as a first step invited 
Sir Robert Stevenson Home to become 
chancellor of the exchequer. It was 
supposed yesterday that Sir Robert 
had accepted, but in a speech at Glas- 
gow tonight he said:

to reach the college students, William 
J. Burns, head of the Bureau of In- 
vestigation of the Department of Jus- 
tice, In an address here today de- 
clared that so far as he knew, the 
University of Virginia "is the only 
college in the country where Com- 
munism does not exist." 
Mr. Burns declared he had found 
radicalism In almost all of the larger 
colleges he , had visited. He urged 
the - students to resist the introduc- 
tion of Communist teachings in the 
University of Virginia. 
The noted investigator character- 


ized the Liberal Club of Harvard Uni- 
versity as a "student radical organiz- 
ation." and related bis experiences 
with the organization. 
The "Reds" 


are effecting organizations m the labor 
unions and even in the churches. Mr 
Burns said, and added that while the 
Communists would not eventually ac- 
complish "their aim of overthrowing 
the government" they would be re- 
sponsible for much unrest throughout 
the country. 
Declaring that his aim now "is to 


prevent crime rather than to catch 
criminals," Mr. Burns said the chief 
purpose of his lectures throughout the 
country was the advocacy oX laws re- 
quiring the resignation and ultimate 
expulsion of alien propagandists. The 
investigator explained the new raoiu 
service that is being installed by the 
Bureau of Identification and warned 
the students against the "dope evil," 
which, he declared, presented a serious 
oroblem In many northern colleges. 
Mr. Burns addressed the opening 


session of the annual convention of 
the Virginia Federation of Women's 
Clubs this morning, discussing radi- 
calism and crlminalogy- 
Miss Margaret Christian, of Lynch- 


burg, addressed the convention today 
on the State's work for crippled chil- 
dren, and Mr::. H. E. Parker, of New- 
port News, made the director's report. 
Mrs. J. Fenno Heath and Dr. W. T. 
ganger, of the State board of educa- 
tion, were the principal speakers at 
the afternoon session.
